Happen- 
ing to hear the name of tho old Beaver 
yesterday, the cheerful face of Captain 
Kudlin, of the Islander, lit up with an 
unspeakable pleasure. It '.v.-.s hi^ first 
love, and he liked to speak of her and 
ami hear her spoken of. 

"Ah, yes," he said, dreamily, 
"there's a wonderful difference be- 
tween the steamboats of her day and 
those now. Here's the Islander carry- 
ing 160 pounds of steam, while tho 
Beaver used to carry only from two and 
a half to ten pounds. I have towed 
vessels with her with a pressure of be- 
tween two and a half to five pounds." 

I mind one occusion," said the captain 
With a smile, " the engineer told me 
there wus a hole in one of the boilers. I 
asked him what we should do, but he 
said he thought ho could fix it. He got 
two or three sucks, rolled then, together 
and jammed them into the hole. Wo 
were towing the W. 11. Bessie, a vessel 
carrying about seventeen hundred tons 
of coal, and we got her in." 

" To show you what little steam she 
carried, there was one winter, it was 
pretty cold in coming up the gulf, when 
the steam gauge of the engine was 
frozen on several occasions. Of course 
this didn't interfere with her running. 
Jimmy Wallace was engineer at the 
time. The pipe was frozen as well us 
the guage, but we went along right 
enough. " 

" How do I look at the boats now as 
compared with the old timers? Well, 
I think they've made great improve- 
ments, The old Beaver's pistons used 
to be packed with rope which was burn- 
ed out, or the steam would blow it out 
sometimes, and no matter where we were 
we would have to stop and fix it. Now 
they have everything fitted up with 
rings ami plates in splendid style." 

"Don't you think, captain, that it is 
a sort, of sacrilege to allow the old thing 
to go to ruin as she is ? 

"I think it's a shame to allow her to 
lie there Sho ought to be taken down 
and made into sleeve buttons, brooches, 
anything you like to preserve her mem- 
ory. There's hardly a man in town 
who would not give half a dollar or a 
dollar for a pair of sleeve buttons made 
from the lever of the first steamship 
that was ever in the Pacific" 

"Dear, dear," soliliquiaed the captain, 
"when she lirst came to this coast she 
frightened the wits out of the poor In- 
dians, who ran into the woods and hid 
themselves when they saw her. 
They thought it was the devil that Came 
up smoking, pulling and steaming; but 
they soon got over that and it was ne- 
cessary to put up boarding to keep them 
away. "

THE BOOTMAKER'S S'TPIKi:. 

The strike of tho bootmakers is not 
yet settled. The manage 1 8 of the strike 
claim that the employers played u 
clever trick in order to demoralize the 
strikers. They made temporary con- 
cessions and managed to have the state- 
ment widely published that the strike 
was ended. The object was to stop 
donations of money which were coining 
in from all quarters in aid of the strik- 
ing workmen. This purpose was very 
largely successful, and the concession 
was repudiated, thus leaving the work- 
men in a worse position than ever. The 
managers claim to be able, however, to 
maintain the organization of the men 
until the situation becomes generally 
understood and contributions again be- 
gin coming in.

parnell's speech. 

In moving tho rejection of tho Land 
Purchase Bill, Parnell said he wel- 
comed Balfour as the latest recruit to 
the ranks of land reformers. But while 
bis associates and himself [accepted the 
action of the government as a recogni- 
tion by it of the rightfulness of the land 
for the principle for the people, they 
could not admit that the present bill of- 
fered a satisfactory solution of the ques- 
tion. The initial question was how far 
would the British taxpayers go in lend- 
ing tho credit of the nation to the Irish 
landlord. Experience had with Glad- 
stone's bill of lSSO, Parnell said, showed 
that they would not bu willing to go far 
enough to settle the difficulty. The 
bill, he asserted, wus simply in- 
tended to enable one-ninth of 
tbe owners of the 'oil, anil 
that one-ninth was made up of absentee 
landlords, to sell their property at ex- 
horbitant prices while their poorer resi- 
dent brethren were left in the lurch. 
Parnell said he objected to the bill be 
cause it did not curry out what it pro- 
posed, while it exhausted the only Irish 
credit available. Presenting further 
objections, he said the principle of the 
bill was to purchase whole estates. For 
this purpose £40,000,000 was ridiculous- 
ly inadequate. Ireland contained 140,'- 
000,000 acres, of which area the poor 
law valuation was £9,000,000. At this 
valuation the total at ISA years' pur- 
chase would amount to £166,000,000, 
which sum would be necessauy to pro- 
vide a solution of the land question. 

SPRUNG A MINE, 
The Daily News has sprung a mine 
under the Unionist camp by printing 
extracts from the speeches of thirty 
Unionist members of the commons, con- 
demning Gladstone's Land Purchase 
bill of 18SG. At that time these gentle- 
men were followers of Gladstone, and 
are on record as having in the strongest 
terms compatible with their rhetorical 
attainments, commended the bill as a 
measure trained in equity, launched in 
justice and securing by its operation the 
greatest possible "benefits not only to 
Ireland but to the whole king. lor.,. To 
those gentlemen the News proffers the

The Unl . Pacific Determined to Make 
Uatters lovely in North-Westcrn 
Washington— Fort Angeles the Older- 
tive Point. 

II. V. Burner, the traveling agent of 
the Union Pucitio railway, arrived over 
last evening and returned this morning 
to the Sound. In conversation with a 
representative of The COLONIST, Mr. 
Burner stated that the Union Pacific in- 
tended to push work rapidly in Wash- 
ington. The railway recently incor- 
porated waste be immediately surveyed. 
One corps of engineers were now work- 
ing up from the south, and another 
would be started from Port Angeles in 
the course of a short time. The new 
colony building had been rented for the 
use of the Union Pacific officials and the 
engineering stall'. The line to be con- 
structed would be known us tlio Port- 
land, Port Angeles, und Victoria rail 
way, for it was their ultimate intention 
In run their freight and passenger cars 
into Victoria by u transfer boat. 

Tiie company lias taken the manage- 
ment of the wharves into their own 
hands, aud Mr. Wakefield is now in 
possession. The piles and lumber for 
the new wharves are being got out at 
the company's mill on the Columbia 
river, and will be sent around in the 
course of twelve days, when work will 
be pushed. Chief Engineer Bogue, of 
the U. P., is expected at Port Angeles 
in the course of a couple of days to fin- 
ally determine all matters concerning 
the new line and its terminals. 

The Union Pacific, Mr. Burner states, 
have absorbed tint Tacoma and Luke 
City line and will build from Portland 
to Taeomu, .Seattle, Port Angeles ami 
Port Towusend. They will also build 
to Cray's Harbor. An easy route hoe 
been already located a considerable 
distance, and when railway construction 
does begin it will be rushed to a com- 
pletion unci the Union Paoifio will have 
a terminus on the straits, anil a more 
advantageous position than any other 
transcontinental line. 



A DEFERRED EXPEDITION. 

Lieut. Seton-Karr Explains Why He Re- 
turned from the North. 

Lieut. Seton-Karr, the young English 
explorer, is still at the Driard, awaiting 
the regular mail boat, the Elder, which 
will have him for a passenger. Instead 
of going to Fort Simpson u couple of 
weeks ago, as was his intention on leav- 
ing Victoria, he remained for several 
days with Mr. and Mrs. Hull at Alert 
Bay, the weather being the reverse of 
pleasant. From Alert Bay ho returned 
lo Victoria because the coasting steam- 
ers Maude, Boscowitz, and Louise were 
so much delayed by the thick weather, 
or were likely to be, that he feared he 
would not be able to catch the mail by 
going from Simpson by canoe across the 
frontier as previously planned. 

The expedition now consists of Lieut. 
Seton-Karr, and the following three 
men, whom he has engaged to go with 
him: John A. Hammond, of Alert Bay, 
T. Gambling, aud Mitchel Knlama, in- 
terpreter. They are not going up with 
the Harrison-Arkell party, as the U. S. 
S. Patterson is already crowded, though 
Mr. Wells, who is in charge of that ex- 
pedition, requested Captain Mansfield 
to find room if he possibly could for the 
British adventurer. 

The two expeditions are in perfect 
accord; one of the men engaged with 
Lieuteant's Schwatka and Seton-Karr 
and Professor Libby in 1S8G wus en- 
gaged in San Francisco lo accompany 
t lie Arkell party, a man named Dalton. 
Lieut. Karr states that both expeditions 
will he exploring on British territory 
must of the time. Tile objective point, 
however, will be Mount Wrangell, ami 
the two parties will probably take dif- 
ferent rout- to it. The Lieutenant 

does not expec, to get more than a Hun- 
dred miles from the coastal any time. He 
says: "None of us '-now anything defin- 
ite about the district we wont to go to, 
beyond the Chilcat- Pass, of which Dr. 
Krause's map is the only one in exist- 
ence, and has been adapted on to ours. 
I doubt if the White River has any 
L;reat length. 1 want to find out 
lirst whether there is a volcano, as 
the Indians say, or whether they have 
got that idea from the existence of 
Wrangell, which is active, and frequent- 
ly sends up clouds of smoke, it is a 
curious fact that according to Messrs. 
Ogilvie and Dawson, no affluects of 
any size reach the Yukon on the left 
bank between the White and Tah- 
keenu rivers, a distance of perhaps 
i wo hundred ami lifty miles or more. 
When we once get over the Chilcat Pass 
we shall find ourselves upon a water- 
shed; on the right hand it the source of 
the Tii.hkce.nl, in front there rises another 
river said to lie the Albsehk flowing to 
the ocean at Dry Bay, whose courso no 
white man his ever followed— perhaps 

we may be aide to. When I skirted the 

coast in isst;, however, 1 found no open- 
ing in the St. Elias range at this point 
by which such a rivor could enter tho 
set. Vet it may be there. Looking 
north from the Chilcat Pass, what river 
drains the vast area of country bounded 
in the east by the Yukon Ditto which, 
remember, no river flows from that 
direction) and on tho west by the vast, 
impenetrable rampart of the St. Elias 
.\l]is wiiose peaks rise '20,000 feet above 
ihe sea ! Is it the Copper river? If so, 
it will be fortunate for the Harrison- 
Arkell party, as they will only have in 
build a raft and float down it to the sea. 
Is it Ihe White river ! Mr. 1 larper, of 

ihe linn trading on tho Yukon, has de- 
scended that river for a groat distance 
and found t hat i. Sowed from west to east 
The current Hows at the rate of eight 
miles nn hour, and it is only one hun- 
dred yards wide at the mouth. .Is there 
some great river reaching the sea be- 
tween .Mount St. Elias and the Copper ? 
We discovered and named a river flow- 
ing into Icy Bay. It wus a very large 
one. and the muddiest, I have ever seen, 
but it wus quite short, und its drainage 
area only that strip of land between the 
Si. Elias Alps und the sea, which is en- 
tirely covered with flat glaciers, hence 
its large size, owing to tho melting of 
the ice. If this great volume of wul-T 
was produced from such a small area on 
th e west of Mount SI. Elias, what nn 
enormous volume of water must the gla- 
ciers produce over the vast area of un- 
known country to the east of that moun- 
tain, and where is the river whioh 
drains it? The Altsehk, the Copper and 
the White rivers all seem to be loo 
small. What conclusion do 1 draw 
from this ? I believe there aro rivers 
flowing into the sea between ley Bay 
and the Copper river, and that all these 

rivers contribute to drain this unknown 
area, But, furthermore, I think that 
the climate of this mysterious country 
is a vory dry one and will bo found so, 
owing to the presence of tho barrier of 
the SI. Elias Alps, which inducing con- 
ditions like those induced by the coast 
range (which makes the climate of 
Lytton and Kamloops down bore driei 
than that of Vancouver) but in a much 
more marked degree, owing to the fat 
greater height oi this great range, 
makes tbe district a very remurkuhh 
one, and woll worth visiting."

If the editor of the News-Advertiser 
would address himself to the considera- 
tion of the subject of redistribution ot 
representation with as clear an intel- 
leot anil with as much self-possession ub 
the Premier did he would find his head, 
and would do both himself and his sub- 
ject justice. Mr. Robson did not, ua the 
News-Advertiser does, discuss the sub- 
ject from a purely sectional point ot 
view, and he did not, like tho News- 
Advertiser, appeal to the sidiishuess and 
tne local prejudices of those whom he 
addressed. Re viewed tho question 
from all sides, and be asked his hearers 
to do the same. He made allowances for 
the prejudices and the partialities ot 
men of the different sections of 
the province and besought its 
representatives to rise superior 
to those prejudices and partialities; 
but this is evidently what the News- 
Advertiser either cannot or will not do. 
The Leader of the Government ac- 
knowledged the force of the arguments 
of those who did not agree with him, 
and frankly admitted that tho scheme 
which ho advocated was not the beat 
and fairest that could be devised, but 
maintained that it was the best that he, 
under the circumstances, could obtain. 
We doubt very touch if the News- 
Advertiser is capable of dealing so can- 
didly and honestly with opponents and 
to pursue a course at once so discreet 
and so practical. A man who had lost 
ilia head could not deal with a subject in 
this way. If those who are so ready to 
condemn the Government for its action 
in this redistribution matter wore to 
follow its Leader's example and to study 
the whoie subject carefully, giving to 
each consideration its due weight they 
would be surprised to find how closely 
the conclusions that they would comu to 
would resemble those at which lie lias 
arrived. 

For our part we think that Mr. Rob- 
son deserves the greatest credit for the 
statesmanlike manner in which he has 
dealt with the question of redistribu- 
tion, if he had been a mere hunter 
after popularity, it lie had been deter- 
mined, a', all risks, to make himself 
solid iu his own constituency, he would 
have pursued a very different course 
from the one he has taken. He could, 
by adopting a selfish and a sectional 
policy, have the whole province at this 
present moment in a condition of in- 
tense excitement. There would not be 
•ue constituency, but a dozen con- 
stituencies, up in arms protesting with 
all their might against the injustice 
proposed to be inllicted upon them. He 
couldhavelaid the foundation of sectional 
jealousies and disagreements that it 
would have been most difficult to allay. 
And if he possessed the spirit ol 
the greater number of his critics 
this would bo the condition of tho pro 
vince. It would be iu a state of tur- 
moil from one end to the other. Noth- 
ing could have been easier than to have 
sown tho seeds of discord that would 
have been certain to produce a plentiful 
harvogt of discord and discontent. But 
Mr. Robson and those associated with 
him in the Government have, after care- 
fill deliberation, devised a scheme of 
representation which, while it has 
caused the minimum of discontent will 
be productive of the maximum of ad- 
vantage. Men who had lost their heads 

did nuvor have done this. 



A REASONABLE BEQUEST. 

The minute of council of tin; British 
Columbia fioard of Trade, which we 
publish in another column, expresses a 
wiuh which wo trust the Minister of 
Murine und Fisheries will see his way 
clear to comply with with as little 
delay as possible. It is that " the 
honorable minister will either person- 
ally or by competent and impartial 
deputioa, as a commission, visit the 
rivers during the fishing season and 
acquire such information us will lead 
to regulations based upon the 
necessities, as may be gathered 
from such observations and en- 
quiries." The conditions under which 
the salmon fisheries of this pro- 
vince are carried on are so 
so different from those which obtain on 
the eastern side of the continent, 
that rules and regulations which are 
wise und beneficial, say in New 
Brunswick, would be perfectly absurd 
in British Columbia. The salmon fish- 
eries on this side of the continent are, 
beyond comparison, more important 
than those on the other side. The 
necessity of the Fisheries Department 
pbgses&ulg an intimate and accurate 
knowledge (if the requirements of the 
British Columbia salmon fishery must 
strike every one who reflects upon the 
natter for a moment. Eastern officials 
(Vlthout the knowledge that can only be 
obtained by personal observation on the 
ipotare completely at a loss when they 
ire required to deal with that fishery, 
it is not at all surprising that regulations 
.nude by men three thousand miles 
away, who never saw a salmon caught, 
and who have the most vague ideas 
with respect to the "modus operandi " 
if the eanners, should not be adapted 
to the circumstances of the Fraser 
River Fishery. It would be wonderful 
If they would. But regulations which 
are regarded as of but little importance 
by Ottawa oflioials, aro matters of the 
greatest consequence to the caunors. 
L'hey should, therefore, be drawn up 
with the utmost care and by persons 
,vho could be able to form 11 clear idea 
of the results of their operation. 

It is surely not too touch to expect an 
intelligent regard for local interests 
from the authorities in Ottawa. It is 
clearly seen here that until the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries is better informed as 
t) the way in which salmon fishing and 
s tlmon canning are carried on in this 
province, it is simply impossible for ii 
01 do justice to the salmon packing in- 
terest. It is only reasonable, then, that the 
British Cohiuibiu Board. of Trade should 
request the Department to take the 
measures necessary to obtain the know- 
ledge which it ought to possess in order 
to deal fairly and intelligently with the 
British Columbia salmon fishery.

A CHANGE OF OPINION. 

The Inland Sentinel has changed its 
mind with respect to tho Railways' Aid 
bill. A better knowledge of the pro- 
visions of that bill and a further con- 
sideration of its principles have caused 
it to come to different conclusions with 
respect to its bearing on the quartz 
mining industry, it saya : 

"On first consideration, after a perusal 
of the provisions of the bill we were in- 
clined to look upon the royalty clause 
as an uncalled fortiddition to t he ah ead)' 
too heavy burden the British Columbia 
miner is legislated to bear. On second 
consideration, however, we are lead to 
look upon the matter in a different 
light, and incline to the opinion that in- 
stead of being a hindrance to the de- 
velopment of the mineral resources of 
the province it will rather tend in the 
other direction, — provided the companies 
holding the chartera for the proposed 
lines of railway are w illing to accept the 
conditions of the Bill. The five per 
cent, royalty applies only to such claims 
;is may lie opened on the lands granted 
the railway company, and there is 
scarcely an intelligent miner iu the pro- 
vince who will not admit that the in- 
creased lacilitius for transportation af- 
forded by a line of railway within ten or 
fifteen miles — and in Home eases a less 
distance— of his claim will more than 
balance the royalty which the transpor- 
tation company may impose on the out- 
put. Again, it the company insists up- 
on exacting to the full extent of its pow- 
er, the miner is not obliged to submit, 
l'he alternate sections of land w ill re- 
main in the possession of the govern- 
ment, and on these no royalty will be 
charged upon the output. So that in 
any event, the miner is not the loser, 
while the company will lose or gain ac- 
cording as it applies the power grunted 
,11 the Bill." 

We are quite sure that there aro very 
many in the province who have conic to 
the same conclusion as our inland con- 
temporary. When they read the bill as 
it first appeared they condemned it 
liautily. Whoa they had time to con- 
sider its tendency and what was likely 
to be the result of its operation and 
when '.hey saw the amendments that 
were made to clause 16 they changed 
their minds. They saw that if the 
privileges extended to railway com- 
panies were sufficient to induce men of 
capital to open up the country by con- 
structing railroads through the mining 
districts, the royalty of live per cent, 
would not be regarded by the miners us 
a burden. It would, iu tho first place, 
enable them to work minus iu parts ot 
the country which are now inaccessible 
for mining purpose*, and it would 
afford them conveniences of transport 
which would much moro than make up 
to them the royalty allowed the rail- 
road. Some of tho converts to the prin- 
ciple, like the Inland .Sentinel evidently 
is, are afraid that the bill does not offer 
sufficient inducement to men of capital 
and enterprise to form railroad com- 
panies to construct and operate roads 
through tho rough country where the 
deposits of the precious metals lie. It 
is to he iioped that this is not the ease, 
but that the bill which is now before the 
House will have the effect of giving an 
impetus to tho mineral development of 
the province, which in a very short time 
will quadruple its population ami greatly 
increase its wealth. It is to the credit 
of the Inland Sentinel that it has had the 
candor to admit that its first impres- 
sions of the bill were erroneous. Its 
second thoughts on this subject, are we 
are convinced, its best thoughts. 

COMPETENT OBI TICS. 

'fho London Times criticises a Budget 
in a very different spirit and on differ- 
ent principles from the Opposition in 
this province, According to that very 
brilliant financier, Mr. John Grant, it 
was the next thing to a eritsiu for tho 
Provincial Finance Minister not to have 
buen able to foretell exactly the revenue 
he would receive during the ensuing 
financial year, the end of which, by the 



way, was some sixteen months ahead of 
the time iu which the estimates were 
made; Bemuse the revenue was greater 
than that estimated by Mr. Turner, the 
financiers of the Opposition reproached 
him in terms of great severity, They 
even went so fur us roundly to assert 
that his inability to foresee the receipts 
for a period many months after the 
estimates were made, proves that he is 
not lit for tho position he occupies. 

The London Times, however, looks 
upon an unforeseen increase in the 
revenue iu a very different light, und it 
speaks in the highest terms of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, although he 
could not see far enough into tho future 
to foretell anything like exactly how 
much ho should receive for the year 
1880-00. It says : "On comparing tho 
receipts with the estimates the result is 
also satisfactory. Customs' show an in- 
crease of £374,000 (§1,876.000)', stamp- 
an increase of 6480,000 (^,400,000), 
while the excise receipts aro in excess of 
the estimates £1,290,000 ($6,*430;O0O) 
. . . . The receipts from miscel- 
laneous sources show a surplus of £561, • 
1)00 ($2,805,000). The final result is 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has received about £3,154,000 ($15'770,- 
(100) more than he allowed for in the 
estimates, and about £2,800,000 or 
(§14,000,000) more than the sum finally 
estimated for as the expenditure of 
1889.90." 

Here we sue that the British Minister 
of finance was nearly sixteen millions 
of dollars out in his estimate of revenue, 
und four. teen millions astray as to ex- 
penditures. Yet he is, by the London 
Times and every man in the whole Em- 
pire competent to form an intelligent 
opinion of his merits, regarded as a 
great financier. 

Last year Mr. Goschen said : " . 
prudent Chancellor of the Exchoqui 
must form his estimate with caution, 
hoping that they may be exceeded, but 
not speculating upon an increase id' 
revenue which a little reaction or a 
little repose from activity might falsify.' - 
The London Times quotes this dictum 
with approbation, as well it might. Its 
soundness must recommend itself to 
every man of prudence and discretion. 
But it is altogether opposed to the prin- 
ciple on which the Opposition's criti- 
cisms on the public accounts of British 
Columbia were bused. To underestim- 
ate the revenue of the coining year was 
by them declared in very strong terms 
to be a proof of incapacity. The London 
finies and Mr. Goschen are of a very 
different opinion. There is, of course, 
in immense difference between the 
revenue of a great nation like Great 
Britain und that id a small province 
like British Columbia, but the principle 
is the same Whether the countries com- 
pared be rich or poor, und the revenues 
involved grtat or small. There is, how- 
ever, this difference— in tin old country 
the uniformity of results is surprising; 
iu 11 new country conditions are always 
changing, and calculations cannot be 
made with the same degree of certainty.

DESCRIPTION FROM ALASKA OF AN 
EVENT OF THE GREEK CHURCH.

Imtneiliiitely north of and adjoining 
Sitka is one of the largest and most at- 
tractive Indian villages in Alaska. In 
summer, when employment at the sal- 
mon canneries is abundant, nearly all 
the able bodied men and their families 
are off some ono hundred nnd ttffcy miles 
engaged in Ashing, leaving, perhaps, not 
more than four hundred ol all ages and 
sexes behind at the village. About the 
1st of October they begin to flock back 
for the winter. 

Fully one-half of the adults have been 
brought under the influence of the 
Greco-Russian church, which is main- 
tained in Alaska by money paid from 
♦■•ho imperial treasury at S:. Petersburg, 
and which church and its property are 
protected by the termb of I lie treaty of 
cession. 

JUST LIKE ROYALTY. 
Last night the people of Sitka witnessed 
a Ute ceremony in the Cathedral of St. 
Michael's fully as interesting as tho mar- 
riage of the Duke of Sparta and the 
Princess of Germany. The bride and 
groom were pure blooded Alaskan Indi- 
ans of the adjoining village. It is inter- 
esting to know that while the influence 
of civilization has wiped out the practice 
of buying and selling young gills aa 
wives among these people, in common 
with tho practice among the North 
American Indians, whom these people re- 
seivblo in only a few respects, still a 
valuable consideration enters into the 
transaction in all cases now, which 
shows the origin of the latter. Tho Alas- 
kan Indian lias no ponies for gifts to the 
parents of the bride, but as blankets hero 
are badges of wealth, as ponies are 
among tho plains Indians, lie bears gifts 
of blankets as the consideration for tho 
bride. 

Tho Cathedral cf St. Michael's, though 
a wooden structure erected over iit'ty 
years ago, is in an excellent state of pres- 
ervation, and its interior is arranged ami 
embellished with all tho gorgeous appur- 
tenances which belong to the churches 
of that communion. The wedding took 
place at o'clock, nearly three hoars 
after dark. The church was brilliantly 
lighted by nearly a thousand candles, 
the windows and the lantern of the cu- 
pola being studded with them. 

According to universal custom the 
bride must be given away by some rela- 
tive. Tha groom, a rather good looking 
young Indian, plainly and decently 
dressed, entered tho west door of tho 
church and look a position in the center 
of the floor about ten feet from the door. 
In about half an hour afterward a knock 
was heard at tLj same door, when it was 
opened by an usher and iho bride ou- 
tercd, dressed in pure white; with » 
wreath of artificial (lowers as a sort of 
chaplet. The complexions of both areas 
brown as a chestnut. Tho person who 
gave tho bride away placed her on the 
left of the groom. 

In the meantime tho gorgeous altar 
screens were thrown open and the priest, 
in heavy robes, incrusted with gold and 
silver lace, was observed celel rating that 
part of tho mass pertaining to that part 
of the ceremony. Large lighted candles 
were then placed in the hands of the 
b."ide and groom, and tho priest, bearing 
a lighted taper and the missal, came 
from belu. id the altar, and lrom tho 
brilliantly lighted sanctuary, which no 
woman is ever allowed to enter, ap- 
clied a small desk in front of the 
screen and read a portion of the 
. ' in Russian, and again repeating it 
iglisll and Thinklet. This portion 
luded, in which tho choir overhead 
joined in singing, ho proceeded to the 
spot where the expectant couplo stood, 
and crossing his hands with theirs, and 
each holding their tapers so as to form a 
cross, he continued his recital of tho 
ritual, tlfe choir making responses. 
At this point tho bride and groom

liands of all three in the form of 
ho led them forward to a small 
front of the desk.

of the bride. Tho intonation of the 
ritual proceeded for another half hour, 
tho massiveand beautiful golden crowns 
being held above tho heads «f the bride 
and groom by tho attendants, each tak- 
ing turns, 

At last the bride and groom passed 
around 'lie outer altar threo times and 
halted again in front of the reading desk. 
Now tho'groom saluted the brido, and 
the ceremony was at an end, and tho 
parties were so inseparably united for 
life that no divorce recognized by tho 
Church car sever them. The church was 
filled with people. There aro no seats 
or pews in the cathedral, and aH stood 
during the entire ceremony. About a 
dozen whitojjjentlemen and ladies were 
spectators, and tho rest, about 200, were 
native men, women and children. — Sitka 
Letter in Washington Post.

Tho groat justification of the double 
chin rests, of course, on its unrivaled 
value as an index of character — and such 
a character! It i. ri ally nature's patent 
of nobility. Ties v. :: long ago discerned 
by the | rent in 'sterol' physiognomy. It 
is not difficult to divine what Lavatcr 
thought of a double chin, lie carefully 
points out (bat man differs from the ani- 
mal chii lly by his chin, laying it down 
as an axiom that tho chin is the distinct- 
ive characteristic of humanity; conse- 
quently double chinned peoplo aro doub- 
ly differentiated from the beasts that per- 
ish, which is greatly to their credit. He 
expressly takes for his model of "tho 
thSiker, full of sagacity and penetra- 
tion," a man with a fleshy double chin, 
coupled with a nose rounded at the end. 
The portrait bo gives is even belter than 
the letter press, as tho gentleman is 
limned with at least live chins, so that his 
lower jaw was a vista of magnificent dis- 
tances like Washington. 

This happy physiognomy of the' double 
chin, coupled with the rounded nose, 
characterizes, he tells us, the mind which 
can rise to heights, and which follows 
its designs with reflecting firmness, un- 
alloyed by obstinacy. Let, therefore, 
those with double chins rejoice, whether 
they possess roundei 1 noses or not. and 
quote Lavatcr in gratitude. He gives 
again another example of tlie double 
menton, and the Face bo endowed, ho 
says enthusiastically, is reason's own 
image. He quite revels in this feature. 
He takes an example of Raphael with a 
beautifully rounded double chin, and in 
criticising it ho acknowledges that tho 
profile is wanting in truth, harmony and 
grace; but then, asks he, how is it it so 
strongly takes captive our sympathy? 
Whcro lies the illusion? Merely in tin.' 
chin, ho answers, and, as the chin is a 
double ono, the matter is no longer a 
mystery. He points triumphantly to 
Cicero's magnificent double chin, and in 
a burst of eloquence says of Wren's that, 
if you can (ind a man with (among other 
things) such a chin as that, without 
being gifted with some extraordinary 
talent, he renounces forever the science 
of physiognomy. 

What Lavater has thus laid down ex- 
perience amply corroborates. Tho double- 
chinned, therefore, should hold their 
heads up higher, in tho consciousness of 
modest merit, and givo free play aud 
just prominence to their certificates of 
character. It is, a.s hinted above, rather 
difficult at present to tell who is endowed 
and who is not. Portrait painters aro 
craven enough to dissimulate a double 
chin; they leave it to a caricaturist, who 
skeins to think it great fun for a popular 
statesman or poet to havo two chins, 
whereas those appendages aro the secret 
of their success. Some of otir more ob- 
servant writers havo got a glimpse of 
the truth; Wilkie Collins, for instance. 
He very properly credits Count Fosco, 
the man of daring, resourco and deter- 
mination, with a double chin, to which 
Fosco's pet cockatoo calls public atten- 
tion by rubbing its head against it in tho 
most appreciative manner possible. But 
your ordinary novelist would never have 
thought of that. 

As :m Englishman, by tha way, one 
naturally turns to Shakespeare "to see 
whether bis appearance corroborates La- 
vater's views. Shakespeare undoubtedly 
foresaw the point, as ho foresaw every- 
thing else, hut he was sufficiently artful 
to wear just enough beard to place it in 
eternal doubt whether he had a doublo 
chin or not. Thus he leaves it open Uo 
all parties, single-chinned or double, to 
quote him as an instance of anything 
they like, which, after all, is the great 
use which Shakespeare has always been 
put to.— Iiondon Standard.

LIVED AMONG CANNIBALS. 

Beresford Alfred; Barnrj fl'EsteJ 
and his wifo, noo Harney, whoso th-Bt 
husband was Viscount do Nouo, «ro 
at tliu Southern. The Baron il'listo 
is a Frenchman by bir|bj an Italian 
by descent, an Englishman through 
his mother, and a man of many eoun- 
tri'es by virtue of t ivol and inclin- 
ation. Ho wears his title lightly, as 
one who has seen inu-m of the world, 
and lived among those nations whore 
rank is levelled by necessity, and such 
is indeed the case. 

In conversation with a representa- 
tive of the Republic yesterday ho a lid 
that he hud spent much of his life in 
the British colonies. The Baron is a 
handsome man, with a sun-burned 
face, speaks English iiku an English- 
man, and does not look over 40 years 
of age. though he may he older. As 
a young man he spent several years in 
Australia, but in 1870, when QOuton 
was commanding a ve-y high prico, ho 
in company with a number of friends, 
went into the business of raising the 
costly product on the Fiji Islands. 
The islands at that lime were inhab- 
ited largely by cannibals, and white 
men, thongh assisted by the friendly 
natives, [carried their lives in their 
hands, and wont constantly armed. 

" The sister of my ti rat wife," said 
the Baron yesterday, "was sh t down 
by the natives, along with her husband 
and their two children. The cannibals 
then attempted to carry off the dead 
bodies, intending to eat them at their 
leisure in the mountains, but fortun- 
ately reinforcements came to our aid 
and the savages were driven back. My 
business partner died, and some of the 
wretches pilfered his grave of the two 
thigh bones, which they carried off to 
their mountain retreat as trophies, but 
1 found our who had been guilty of 
the desecration, and succeeded in re- 
covering the bones. 

" I was once on the point of tasting 
human Hesh myself. Some of the 
natives had been assisting us to build 
a house, and the completion of the 
work was celebrated with a feast. In 
the course of the dinner 1 helped my- 
self from a dish whose contents re- 
sembled pork, and was about to taste 
of it when a friendly native nudged 
mo with his elbow and whispered one 
suggestive and sufficient word — 'Man. 1 
1 needed no further explanation, but 
it must have boon a great disappoint- 
ment to tiie cannibals, who would 
have been mnch pleased to think that 
a white man had eaten human Hush.

Selecti'-n of tho breeding atock 
comeii under the head of good man- 
agement. 

Double-yolked eggs will occasionally 
hatch, hut thoro is no economy in set- 
ting them. 

Millet aood is a good feed for young 
chickens, but should only bo supplied 
in small quantities. 

Do not expect too many eggs to 
hatch from a sotting if shipped any 
distance. Ton is more than an aver- 
age. 

Unless it cannot bo avoided, fowls 
that moulted late should not no used 
for breeding. As a rule, they lack 
thrift. 

In the spring, especially, a quick- 
maturing fowl will be found quite de- 
sirablo.and in selecting breeding stock 
tho fact should not bo overlooked. 

If Brahnias or Cochins are kept, it 
will, in many cases, pay to make them 
forago for a part of their living. Tho 
exercise will be very beneficial. 

Care should be taken not to in-and- 
in breed too closely, as not only will 
the quality ba lowered, but there is 
always more or loss risk of deformity 
in some way. 

Cormnoal and milk are among the 
material for fattening fowls, and can 
be supplied liberally at this season for 
regular feeding for any length of time 
A mixed ration will giro the best 
results. 

Watch tho hens as they lay and 
select eggs for hatching from the best 
layers. In this way a good breed of 
hens for eggs can be readily secured. 
There is a considerable difference in 
this respect, and it is quite an item to 
get the best. 

Take a pound of copperas dissolved 
in a gallon of wa or and then add an 
ounce of sulphuric acid and you have 
tho Douglas mixture Put a half pint 
of this into the drinking water twicea 
week. It makes tho best tonic. 

Ono of the cheapest as well as the 
most convenient ways of marking 
fowls of any kind is with a punch, 
cutting one hole or more if desired in 
the web of the foot. A watch key if 
sharpened can be made to answer, but 
it makes almost too small a hole. 

Care must be taken 1 1 food the set- 
ting hens. The days are sometimes 
so chilly that if the eggs are left too 
1 ng they will be so chilled that tho 
vitality will b,i killed. While the 
hens will not need so much feed as 
when they are laying, yet what they 
do neB -i should bo supplied where they 
can got it conveniently.

KOOTENAY NKWS. 

Tlie Bivsr Mill Trozen -Another Steamer 
for tho Upper Columbia— Hall- 
way Matters. 

(Kootcnay Star.) 

A warm rain for two days thisweek, 
which softened the ico, guvo hopes 
that Bteamors would bo running next 
week, but Thursday night it turned 
cold again with wind from tho north, 
it cannot be many days, however; be- 
fore business on the river will be in 
full swing. 

The C. P. R. have begun tho con- 
struction of three scows, which are to 
bo used in transporting railroad ma- 
terial to Sproat. TIiobo, in addition 
to four steamers, one of which will 
rate at 160 tons, will probably con 
atitute the necessary carrying capa- 
city for building operations down tho 
river. 

Tho last plank was put on the hull 
of the now steamer yesterday, and in 
about one tvoek slid will bo ready for 
her machinery, aud will be launched 
and towed up to tho railroad bridge, 
near which her b.oi)erand engine have 
beon housed during the winter. 

Capt. John Irviu.' is expected here 
in a few days on his way to the Little 
Dalles, for the purpose of bringing up 
tho steamer Kootenay, which has now 
beon purchased by thu Columbia and 
Kootonay Lako Transportation Co. 
This addition will make four steamers 
in the Columbia river fleet. 

The Rovelstoko Lumber Company 
expect to begin sawing lumber next 
Monday or Tuesday. This will be an 
era in the hiatory of Revelstoke. The 
mill has been cutting 52,000 shingles 
a day, and Mr. Dan Robinson, the 
president and managing partner, be- 
lieves he can for tho present supply 
the demand for both lumber and 
shingles by running night and day. 
Five cars were on tho side track yes- 
terday loaded with shingles for eastern 
points. 

John McLeod has been appointed 
superintendent of the Columbia and 
Kootonay Railway. The first duties 
of his now appointment will be in 
having charge of tho ne«v line, and 
when it is completed, superintending 
its operation. He intends to have it 
running within four months from this 
tini". Mr. McLeod 's varied know- 
lodge of railway affairs, and natural 
ability fully qualify him for the re- 
spoiuiblo duties of his now lield. He 
will go down to Sproat on the lirst 
steamer with tho engineering Corps, 
which will be under the charge of Mr. 
13. A. Stewart, as the chief of the 
corps. 

Suicide Throiij-li Despondency, 

Chicauo, April li). —Mary Stevens 
and her eight-year-old son Henry, dis- 
appeared from their home, 121 Thirty- 
third street, last Thursday evening, 
and it is believed their bodies are now 
in Lake Michigan. When Mrs. Stevens 
left home with her boy she 
tpld her husband, doel A. Stev- 
ens, superintendent of the Merchants 
Arc and Light and Power com- 
pany, that she was going out to visit 
the carrousel on State street. Since 
then neither mother nor son 
have been seen.

THK VOTEBS* 1111.'... ' 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho soe- 
ond reading of the Voters' bill. 
This measure, he said, was sec- 
ond only in importance to the 
Constitution Act which had altered the 
boundaries of some of the districts. 
That being the case, it became neces- 
sary to make provisions as to who 
should vote in the districts as divided. 
Up to the present the city of Vancouver 
had formed u part of tho New West- 
minsier district. Vancouver now had a 
separate electoral district, whoso boun- 
daries were those of the city, but the 
act did not, so far, state who were com- 
petent to vote in that district, ft was 
now provided that those who were 
shown to be registered in the new dis- 
trict should vote in it, and those outside 
of it should vote in the district of West- 
minster. Then East and West Koote- 
nay had been formed into districts; Nu- 

naimo had also a city and district, and 

who should vote in these divisions res- 
pectively had to he speeitied. The 
same principle had to be offered to a 
limited extent with respect to 
ICsijiiimalt. One of the provisions of 
the Constitution Act gave representa- 
tion to every place in the province. Ii 
took in the whole north of Vancouver 
Island and Queen Charlotte Island, and 

so with the Alberni district. The 

people of Cpwichan Lake, who had not 
previously bail the right :o vote, were 
placed on the list. In apportioning the 
votes no pains had been spared by him- 
self and the deputy attorney-general to 
secure a correct and perfect measure. 
He must confess that he felt nervous, a: 
it was very easy in the most perfectly 
drawn statute to make its provisions 
nugatory. There might be mistakes, 
and therefore section 17 of this hill was 
as follows : 

17. It being the intent and object of 
this Act to inuke provision for the pro- 
per representation of the several elector- 
al districts, in accordance with the boun- 
daries ami provisions of tho "Constitu- 
tion Amendment Act, 1890," and inas- 
much as errors and omissions are liable 
to creep into the most perfectly drawn 
statutes — 

"It is therefore enacted that if, in the 
opinion of the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, any defect, error, mistake, or 
ambiguity shall arise in the construction 
of this Act, as applying the same to the 
"Constitution Amendment Act, 1890," 
or if any provision shall be omitted, 
either herein or in the "Provincial Vo- 
ters' Act," whereby or by means of any 
such defect, error, mistake, ambiguity, 
or omission the election of any member 
to represent any of the various electoral 
districts may he hindered, avoided, or 
imperilled, it shall be lawful for the 
Lieatenant-Governor in Council, from 
time to time, by one or more rules and 
regulations, either applicable to the 
whole province or to any one or 
more districts, to correct and re- 
move ;any such defect , error , 
mistake, or ambiguity by such further 
or other provision or provisions as he 
may think proper, or to supply any such 
omission or defect in such manner as he 
may deem best calculated to carry out 
the true intent and meaning of tho said 
'Constitution Amendment Act, 1890,' 
and so on, from time to time, to the end 
and intent that the province, at each 
and every election to be hereinafter 
held, shall be well ami validly repre- 
sented in the Legislative Assembly by 
representatives from the various sec- 
tions and divisions thereof in manner 
prescribed by the said 'Constitution 
Amendment Act, 1890,' and any such 
rule or regulation so to be made by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council shall be 
published in at least one issue of the 
Gazette, and shall lime the 
same force and effect as if passed 
in this act, or as if this act 
had been passed as modified orcorrected 
by the provisions of any such rule or 
regulation ; and the provisions of this 
section shall apply equally, both before, 
during, and subsequent to elections, and 
although the error, omission, or defect 
may bo the subject of a pending election 
petition. " 

Mr. Orr asked that the bill be not 
further proceeded with, as it would be 
unjust to pass it without comparing it 
with the Constitution Act. 

Mr. Ladner spoke in the Same sense. 

Hon. Mr. Davie explained that per- 
sons who are entitled to vole should 
have the right to change the polling 
division on which they had been placed 
on proving application. He would not 
proceed with the second reading pro- 
vided that when the government wished 
to proceed with it they should be 
allowed to do so. 

On motion of Mr. Orr the debate was 
adjourned. 

THE GRAYING 1 DOCK CLAIMS. 
» 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved I he House 
into committee on the message of his 
Honor with respect to the graving dock 
claims. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven observed that this 
measure authorized the payment of 
$10,000 to McNamee .v. Co. 
The House had the right to 
reduce the amount to be paid, but 
could not make payments to parties to 

others than those recommended. The 

premier had explained that he desired 
to have a settlement arranged with John 
Nicholson and Co., and other British 
Columbia creditors. If the government 
get the consent of McNamee and Co. 
before they paid it would be all very 
well,. but "In the absence of this they 
would lie in the same position as the 
previous government was in the case of 
Kcid anil Co., when the bill being draft- 
ed in their name they got the money, 
and the local creditors went without. 
Ho could assure them that they would 
defeat the objects of tho legislation, and 
the Wish of the House if the names of 
McNamee and Co. were inserted. In 
the bill it should be set forth that the 
money was to ho paid to John Nichol- 
son & Co. and other creditors of Mc- 
Namee k Co. in British Columbia. In 
the case of licit! Bros., as soon as the 
government desired to carry out the 
settlement a legal firm had put in a 
claim, and the unfortunate working 
people and others, whose eases had been 
contemplated, had been made to stiller, 
and the same difficulty under present 
circumstances would occur again. The 
House could not he expected to apply 
the money in any other .vay than that 
nfoVlded by the message. It might, 
however, reduce the amount granted, 
lie would therefore move in amend- 
ment to the motion that the message of 
his honor the limit. -governor he referred 
hack with the respectful request that 
he will provide that tho sum named be 
paid to .John Nicholson and other credi- 
tors of K. Ii. McNamee & Co. in British 
Columbia, who had assisted with money, 
labor anil supplies. The money should 
not bo paid to P. ii. McNamee 
& Co., who bail already been 
paid hy the Dominion government, 
lie thought he could show Unit they had 
never had a really just claim; it had 
been more a matter of concession than 
n tiy thing else, The House desired to 
do justice to the innocent creditors here 
who bad been tho victims of circum- 
stances. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said that ho well 
remembered the case of Raid Bros, and 
their creditors, when Mr. Dawson had 
taken a voucher for from $>5,(X)(>lo 88,000 
cortitiuil by tho lauds and works depart- 



ment to the minister of tiimncc, then tho I demanded only a trille less. This

Hon. Mr. Heaven — The vouchers were 
returned to Hon. Mr. Walkem.

Hon. Mr. E^eaven— It was not, pro- 
perly speaking. The Attorney-General 
says it was left in my hands and never 
seen after. Those words are untrue and 
he kiiows it as sure as he is sitting in his 



Hon. Mr. Davie — Mr. Dawson pre- 
sented the voucher in order to get paid. 
It was signed by the chief commissioner. 
So far as concerned the unpaid laborers 
it was never seen lifter it went into his 
hands, and be was surprised that the 
leader of the opposition should have 
cast the blame of its disappearance up- 
on the sk.-.u'.ders of his late colleagues. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven— Mr. Walkem said 
in his evidence that he had received it. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — -That document ac- 
cording to the report of tho majority of 
the committee, and indeed by the 
minority, was never seen again.

Mr. Davie 
continued that when McNamee & Co. 
(Messrs. McNamee, Nish & Wright) 
came here they took in Messrs. Nichol- 
son, Huntington and Robertson by a 
special deed f partnership. F. B, 
McNamee & Co. were the only parties 
recognized by the Government. The 
late attorney-general had refused them 
a petition of right. It was necessary 
to have a settlement not alone from 
John Nicholson and others, but from 
McNamee & Co. The present trouble 
had not been caused by this 
government. It was a legacy from 
Mr. Heaven. The settlement must 
be not alone John Nicholson 
and the other creditors, but with P. I!. 
McNamee & Co. some people held that 
the money had been justly forfeited ; 
while others took a different view. So 
far as he could see the chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works of his own 
free wdll bad no right to forfeit the de- 
posit. Some tribunal ought to have 
been called in. The forfeiture had been 
irregular. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven contended that the 
forfeiture had been effected by tho pre- 
sent government, as in the miscellaneous 
receipts in the Public Accounts for the 
year ending 30th June, 1884, wa,, in- 
eluded the sum forfeited by I''. B. Mc- 
Namee & Co. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— The forfeiture had 
been previously made, but the entry was 
only mace when the supply came in. 

Mr. Duck declared that McNamee St, 
Co. would never consent to a settlement 
of the kind proposed. No relief from 
liability could he given by Mr. Nichol- 
son in this way. For his own part he 
would state that the money depasited 
was that of McNamee & Co., and their 
consent must be got to this ar- 
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his amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate.

Mr. Duck— I did rise about the time 
Mr. Speaker was leaving, to ask that 
I he House might adjourn until to-inor- 
row" on account of knowing that the 
leader of the opposition was sick, but as 
Mr. Speaker had left the chair he did 
not present his views. 

Hon. Mr. Davie remarked that no re- 
quest had been made by the leader of 
the opposition fot an adjournment, but 
he had said ho could not he here this 
even ing. 

The Speaker said if the House was 
going to adjourn from day to day in the 
manner proposed he should resign. 
His business was suffering; yet, when 
an honest effort was made to do busi- 
ness it was resented. 

Mr. Ladner— Why did not the House 
sit one particular night lust week '! 

The Speaker — There was a meeting to 
make arrangements for the Duke of 
Connanght. 

Mr. Ladner - Did not the House ad- 
journ for a drink '! 

Hon. Mr. Davie called the member to 
order, and moved the House into com- 
mittee on the Constitutional Act 
Amendment Bill. 

Mr. Orr contended that the Voters' 
Bill and the Constitutional Act Amend- 
ment Bill should have come up together. 
It was a piece of injustice to push 
through this bill. He was convinced 
that the people who were most interest- 
ed were utterly opposed to it. 

The Speaker declared the motion car 
ried. 

Before the Speaker left the chair Mr. 
Seinlin asked why could not the Con- 
stitutional Bill be left over and some- 
thing else be gone on with in the 
absence of the leader of ihe opposition 
and the member for Cassiar. 

Hon. Mr. Robson remarked that he 
could understand why the mem- 
ber for New Westminster was 
anxious for delay. The third reading 
of the bill WOUld be held over so that 
the deputation Which was coming might 
be heard.

Mr. Seinlin interposed that logging 
men did not add much to the voting 
strength, and were a dangerous element, 
lie added that the creation of this con- 
stituency had been solely to keep up the 
balance of power. 

Mr. Croft said it was evident that the 
gentleman did not know anything about 
Hie islands which it was not sought to 
compare at present with some other dis- 
tricts. 

Mr, Cunningham continued to draw 
contrasts with New Westminster. 

Mr. Croft said it was apparent thai 
New Westminster was tho hub of the 
universe and was the top of this discus- 
sion. . 

Mr. Cunningham complained of the 
endeavor to give the islands undue im- 
portance, toying that tho endeavor 
should bo to place members where they 
would do most good to the centres of 
population.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT THAT 
nil lands or purrcls of lauda wltliin 
tho City of Victoria upon which taxea have 
bean due and in arrear for two years shall 
be fold nnd tho proco ds applied n thu 
reduction of such taxes; 

Ho it therefore enacted by the .Mayor 
and Aldermen of tho Oorp oration of the 
City of Victoria :— 

1. The Collector of the Municipal Council 
of tlie city of Victoria is hereby authorized 
and directed, whensoever taxes on any land 
hav2 heen duo for two years preceding the 
current year, to suhniit to tho Mayor of the 
City of Victoria a list in duplicate of all the 
lands liable under tho provisions of this 
By-law to bOHOl'l for taxes, with the amount 
of arrears against each lot set opposite to 
the same ; and. the Mayor shall authenticate 
such lists byafflxintt thereto the seal of tho 
Corporation and his Blgnaturo, and one of 
such lists shall ho deposited with the clerk 
of tho Corporation and the other shall bu 
returned to the Collector with a warrant 
thereto annexed under the band of the 
Mayor and the seal of tho Corporation, 
commanding; him to levy upon Ihe land for 
tho arrears due. thereon, with his costs. 

■2. It shall not, bo the duty of theColloetor 
to make Inquiry before effecting a sale of 
lands for taxes to ascertain whether or not 
there Is any distress upon the land; nor 
shall he !>o bound to Inquire into or form 
any opinion of the value of tho land. 

:i. Tho Collector shall prepare a copy of 
tho list of lands to he sold and shall include 
therein, in a separate column, a statement 
of th'o proportion of costs chargeable on 
each lot for advertising; and for the com- 
missions authorized by this By-law to lie 
paid to him. and shall cause such list to ho 
published in some daily paper in the Cit> 
of Victoria for a period of three months 
preceding suoh intended snlo. 

I. The advertisement shall contain a noti- 
fication that unless the arrears and costs 
are sooner paid ho will proceed to sell the 
lands 1'c.r the taxes on a day, a time, and ul 
a place named in tho advertisement. 

S. The Collector shall, nt least three 
months before tho time of sale, also deliver 
to or deposit in tho post olllee to the 
address of tho owner of such property 
which is lo be sold for taxes! as aforesaid, 
or to tho agent of such owner, a notice in 
Writing of the amount of taxes duo and 
that the property Is 1 1 bo sold for arrears 
so duo, and in case tho address of the 
owner or agent is unknown a notice to tho 
same effect shall be posted upon tho land 
Intended to be sold ; and also, at least three 
months before the time of sale, posta notice 
similar to the above advertisement in some 
convenient aiul public places, that is to say, 
at the Council Chambers. Victoria, and in 
tho Host Olllco building, Victoria. 

0. The day of sale shall be the ninetieth 
day after the publication of such list ex- 
clusive of tv day of such publication, ex- 
cept in oaSe tho said ninetieth day shall 
fall on a Sunday or holiday, in which case 
such sale shall take ;duco on thu following 
day, at tho Council Chambers In the City 
of Victoria, nnd shall begin at twelve 
o'clock noon. 

I' at any time appointed for the sale 
of the lands no bidders appear, the Collector 
may adjourn tho sale from time to time. 

S. If tho taxes have not heen previously 
collected, or if no one appears to pay the 
snme nt the time and place appointed' for 
sale, the Collector shall sell at public 
auction so much of tho land as may be 
sufficient to discharge the taxes and all 
lawful charges incurred in and about the 
sale and tho collection of the taxes, selling 
in preference such part ns ho may consider 
best for tho owner to sell first; Sod in 
Offering such lands for s-lo it shall not he 
neoessary to describe particularly the por- 
tionof the lotorsection winch sliall be sold, 
but it will bo suflicient to ssy that ho will 
sell so much of tho lot or section ns shall he 
necessary to secure the payment of the 
taxes duo, nnd the amount of taxes slated 
in the advertisement shall in all cases be 
prima facie evidence of tho correct amount 
duo. 

B. If the Collector fnils nt such fale to 
sell such hind for the full amount, of arrears' 
of the taxe3 due, ho th ill at such sale ad- 
journ the sanio until a day to bo publicly 
named by him, not earlier than one week 
nor later than three months thereafter, of 
which adjourned sale he shall give notice 
by advertisement in one of the local papers 
in which tho original notice was advertised, 
and on such day he ahull sell such lands for 
any sum ho can realize, and shall accept 
such sunt as full payment for such arrears 
of tuxes. 

10. If tho purchaser of any property or 
parcel of land fails Immediately to pay to 
the Collector the amount of the purchase 
money, tho Collector shall forthwith again 
out up the property for sale. 

11. Immediately aftor every salo. tho 
Collector shall return n list of the arrears 
Batisfled by such snlo to the Clerk of the 
Corporation, and shall at tho samo time 
pay in the proceeds of such sale to tho 
Treasurer of the said Corporation. 

12. Tho Collector, after selling any land 
for taxes, shall give a Certificate under his 
hand to the purchaser, stating distinctly 
what part or portion'; as the case may be, 
of the land, and what interest therein have 
been sold, or stating that the whole lot, 
section or estate has been so sold, and 
describing the same, and also staling the 
quantity of land, tho sum for which it has 
heen sold nnd tho expenses of snlo, and 
further stating that, a deed conveying tho 
samo to tho purchaser or his assigns 
according to tho nature of tho estate or 
interest bold, will he executed by him, nnd 
tho Mnyor, on his or their demand at nuy 
time after tho expiration of one year from 
the date of tho certificate, if tho land bo 
not previously redeemed. 

13. Tho Collector shall bo entitled to five 
per centum commission upon the sums 
colluded by him as aforesaid.

On Sunday last, His Lordship Bishop 
LemmenB laid before the congregation 
assembled ut High Mass the tenders 
received for the construction of the new 
cathedral, and on a vote being taken 
that of .-Eneas McDonald, $81,052, was 
accepted. The figure named includes 
altars and confessionals, pulpits and 
pews. 

It is expected that ground will lie 
broken next week, and construction 
advanced as rapidly as possible. Work 
will be sufficiently advanced, unless 
some unforeseen difficulty presents itself 
to admit of the corner stone being laid 
early in June, when Archbishop Gross, 
of Oregon, and other distinguished 
prelates will be present to assist in the 
impressive ceremonies. Tho contract 
states that the building must be 
roofed in by November 1st of this year, 
and that the interior work must bo 
finished by August 1st, 1891. Mr. J. 
Donovan has received the subcontract 
for plastering and ornamental work 
tn. in Mr. McDonald, and it has been 
decided to import the altars, which are 
to be in carved oak, from Belgium 
direct.
